By a man’s 
words he. shall be justified or con- 
demned, Jesus said.

These who want to be happy, 
guccessful and prosperous, like 
the converts were at Pentecost, 
sheulg follow the same _ . plan. 
Those who know they have trust- 
ed Christ for salvation . should 
then be baptized to show their 
faith in Christ. 


1. How Important Jesus 
Made Baptism 

It is rather swrprising how 
much importance is given to bap- 
tism in the New Testament. Je- 
gus Himself was baptized in the 
River’ Jordan before the mutlti- 
tude, by John the Baptist (Luke 
3:21, 22). There the Holy Spirit 
came visibly upon Him in form 
like a dove. John the Baptist had 
baptized multitudes of repentant, 
believing people. Now Jesus, 
through His disciples, baptized 
more than John (John 4:1, 2). 

In the Great Commission Jesus 
gave strict orders about baptism. 
Aa it is given in Matthew 28:19, 
20, Jesus said: “Go ye therefore, 
and teach all gations, baptizing 
them in the name of the Father, 
and of the Son, and of the Holy 
Ghost: Teaching them to observe 
all thitgs whatsoever I have com- 
manded you: and, lb, I am with 
you alway, even unto the end of 
the world.” All the new converts 
were to be baptized on profession 
ef their faith in Christ. 


In Mark 16:15, 16 the command 
is given again: “Go ye into all 
the world, and preach the gospel 
te every creature. He that be- 
Meveth and is baptized shall be 
@aved; but he that believeth not 
@eall be damned.” Note that 
baptism was such a natural and 
customary accompaniment to a 
profession of faith in Christ that 
“he that believeth and is baptized’ 
fs the form in which Jesus said it. 
Amd you will see that Jesus did 
mot mean that baptism was essen- 
tial to salvation, because the same 
verse plainly says, “But he that 
believeth not shall be damned.” 
Not to personally trust Jesus 
‘Christ is the cause of damnation. 
But those who trust Christ and 


are saved would naturally then 
follow His command to be bap- 
tized. In John 3:36 we are plain- 
ly told, “He that believeth on the 
Son hath everlasting life.” This 
one who believed in Christ was 
saved before he was baptized, but 
was expected to be baptized, and 
of course when he was baptized he 
was still saved. But one who did 
not trust in Christ . would be 
damned. Salvation was settled by 
personal faith in Christ, but_ it 
was naturally taken for granted 
that those -who 

would be baptized. 


And that is the way it hap- 
pened in the New Testament, just 
as Jesus intimated that it should 
be. At Pentecost the believers 
were baptized at once. The Ethi- 
opian eunuch, when Philip taught 
him the way of salvation, under- 
stood that after trusting Christ 
he should be baptized. And he 
was baptized there in a wayside 
stream or pond (Acts 8:38). 
Lydia and her household, when 
they trusted in Christ, were hap- 
tized (Acts 16:15). The jailer 
and his household were baptized 
the same hour of the night after 
they had heard the gospel and 
after they had obeyed the plain 
command and promise, “Believe 
on the Lord Jesus Christ, and 
thou shalt be saved, and thy 
house” (Acts 16:31). 


In Acts 2:38, 39 we are taught 
that the attitude of mind that is 
properly exhibited in baptism is 
a condition to the fullness of the 
Holy Spirit. It is not that the 
outward rite of baptism will guar- 
antee that one is filleq with the 
Holy Spirit, but that one who 
honestly gives himself up to God 
in the meaning which baptism 
normally teaches is therefore pre- 
pared for the fullness of the Spirit 
for God’s work. 


Thus any Christian who cares 
about the words of Jesus and the 
practice of the New Testamént 
Christians must’ seriously face 
the, duty of being baptized. Bap-, 
tism never saves a sinner. Sal- 
vation takes more than water, 
whether a spoonful or a tankful. 
Yet one who has been saved ought 
to be baptized because Jesus 
plainly commanded it, and _ be-

2. The Meaning of Baptism 

I do not mean here to go into the 
form of baptism. I have done that 
elsewhere in my book, Bible Bap- 
tism. iI should rather leave that 
aside for the moment. The mean- 
ing and spirit of baptism are far 
more important than the form. I 
do not want to bring in any un- 
necessary controversy. I want 
this message to be a help to ev- 
ery new convert who will read 
it, of every denomination. By 
the study of the Worg of God and 
the counsel and help of Bible-be- 
lieving pastors the reader will be 


enabled to study further the mat- 


ter of the mode of baptism. So we 
will not discuss it here. We are 
concerned here about the spirit- 
ual meaning which God intended 
baptism to have ang why baptism 
is a step in happiness and pros- 
perity and spiritual success for 
every Christian. 


That meaning of baptism is 
made clear, ‘I think, in Romans 
6:1-8, as follows: 


“What shall we say then? Shall 
we continue in sin, that grace may 
abound? God forbid. ‘How shall 
we that are dead to sin, live any 
longer therein? Know ye not, 
that so many of us as were bap- 
tized into Jesus Christ were bap- 
tized into his death? ‘Therefore 
we are burieq with him by bap- 
tism into death: that like as 
Christ was raised up’ from the 
dead by the glory of the Father, 
even sO we also should walk in 
newness of life. For if we have 
been planted together in the like- 
ness of his death, we shall be also 
in the likeness of his resurrec- 
tion: Knowing this, that our old 
man is crucified with him, that 
the body of sin might be destroy- 
ed, that henceforth we should 
not serve sin. For he that is dead 
Now if. we be 
dead with Christ, we believe that 
we Shall also live with him.” 

Everyone ‘Who was_ baptized 
was baptized with reference to 
Christ and with reference to His 
death. Baptism pictured the 
burial.and ressurection of Christ, 
so we are told that everyone who 
was baptized pointed to the death 


sus Christ. Christ died for us; 
so the new convert is counted 
dead to sin, dead to the old life. 
And when the new convert is bap- 
tized and comes out of the water 
in the likeness of Christ’s resur- 
rection, he means that now he 
counts himself dead to the old life 
and not to be controlled by it any 
mcre.

override it and keep it down, and 
thus to live a life surrendered to| 
Gog and pleasing to God in the 
power of the Holy Spirit, falsified 
his testimony When he was bap- 
tized. It was a lie, a wicked lie, 
a hypocritical profession, if one 
was baptized and did not mean to 


‘lay self on the altar, unreserved- 


ly, to live for Jesus Christ. 
When’ Jesus was baptized He 
had’ in mind His own coming 
crucifixion, His burial and resur- 
rection. He did not shrink from it 
but gave-Himself openly to the 
Plan of the Father for Himself. 
And Jesus said, “Thus it becom- 
eth us to fulfill all righteousness” 
(Matt. 3:15). If it were suitable 
for Jesus to be baptized, picturing 
His own coming death, burial 
and resurrection, then it is suit- 
able for’ & Christian to follow the 
example of His Saviour and to be 
baptized picturing the same 
thing — the Saviour’s death for 
us, our death to sin in His death, 
and our giorious future resurrec- 


tion pictured in His resurrection. 


Can you see, then, how im-| 
portant it is for a Christian to be 
baptized? “To be baptized means 
to put om the uniform of your 
king, to take the oath of allegi- 
te. publicly claim your 
Saviour. Te be baptized means 


consciously giving up one’s own 
‘Way and a full surrender to the 
whl ef Ged. To be baptized 


means giving self up to cruci- 
fixion, to live a resurrected life for 
| God. Every Christian ought to 
have that time of surrender, that 
time of holy dedication, that time 
of reckoning himself dead. In fact, 
it ought to be the first great de- 
cision that every Christian makes 
after he has taken Christ as his 
Saviour. And that decision ought 
to. be confirmed by the outward 
rite of baptism. 

The world, it is true, often does 
not understang the meaning of 


baptism. And yet this much at 


least is true—everyone who sees 
a new convert baptized under- 
stands that the new convert 
means now to live for Christ. 

I remember the joy that welled 
up in my heart on that cold 
November day, when, at a little 
artificial lake or “tank” in west 
Texas, I followed my Saviour-in 
baptism. How my heart warmed!
